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INTRODUCTION 


This new edition of the Uvasagadasao is designed 
to meet the requirements of the University students of 
Prakrit and Jainism to whom the earlier editions of 
Dr. Hoernle, Rai Dhanpatisingji Bahadur and the 
Agamodaya Samiti are not available being long out 
of print. The Uvasagadasao is the seventh anga, or 
one of the more important books, of the canon of the 
Svetambara Jains, and is of great practical value to 
the community of Jain laymen as the subject matter 
treated therein relates to the duties of uvasagas. The 
Bombay University considered this book as the most 
suitable for students of Ardhamagadh't in the B.A. class^ 
and prescribed it for the years 1931 and 193^. 'When 
it came to my knowledge that copies of the book were 
not available in sufficient number, a copy of Dr. 
Hoernle’s edition being sold at the fancy price of Rs. 
25, I thought I should undertake a new edition on a 
slightly different plan.I must state at once that I have 
no idea in my mind to excel Dr. Hoernle, but I beg to 
say, all the same, that his edition, though valuabl 
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I 1885 , is a little antiquated, more useful to European 

' readers than to university students of Prakrit in India. 

My indebtedness to Dr. Hoernle is immense as can be 
: seen from the plan of the book, the numbering of pari- 

graphs being kept the same for facility of reference. 
In the hrst of the two appendices I have given 
; original Prakrit passages notgiven in full inthebody 

of the present text; in the second I have given, simi- 

' larly, original texts in Prakrit and Pali bearing on the 

= history and philosophy of Gosala, the leader of the 

i t Ajivika sect, which should be used by the reader as 

supplementary texts. In the Glossar j I have dropped 
references to places of occurrence of words, but have in- 
? corporated additional explanations from the oommen- 

I tary and other sources which Dr. Hoernle did not 

' think necessary. In the notes which are brief, but, I 

hope, to the point, I have made use of the commentary 
of Ahhayade va judiciously so as to make its incorpora- 
tion in the present edition almost superfluous. Lastly 
I have a long digression in the notes on the philo- 
sophy and history of GosMa’s School, practically 
culled for ready reference from Dr. Hoernle s article 
on the Ajivikas in Hasting’s Encyclopaedia of Ee- 
ligion arid Ethics. 

Turning to the question of the age of the com- 
position of the Jain canon in general and of the 
Hvasagadasio in particular I should like to mention 
a few salient features of the Jain tradition. In the 
second century after the nirvana of Mahavira, i. e., in 


the reign of Chandragupta Maurya, a severe famine 
lasting for-aboufc twelve years devastated the country 
■ of Magadha. Bhadrabahu, the head of the Jainoommu- 
■nity, emigrated, under pressure of famine, into souths 
leaving the headship of the community in Magadha 
to Sthnlabhadra. During the absence of Bhadrabahu 
'the Jain monks met in conncil at Fataliputra, collect- 
ed the Jain canouj' consisting of eleven ahgas with 
"Ditthivaya, Sk. Drstivada, as the twelfth. When on 
restoration of peace apd plenty Bhadrabahu returned 
to Magadha, he found a change in the manner and 
customs of Jains; the original vow of nakedness 
was substituted by the wearing of white garments* 
at least for the weaker members of the community* 
The followers of Bhadrabahu considered the conduct of 
their co-religionists in Magadha as irreligious and 
refused to acknowledge the canon as fixed at Patali- 
putra as genuine, as according to them the canon of 
ahgas and Purvas was lost. The followers of Bhadra- 
’bahu, who strictly observed the vow of nakedness, 
were, some centuries later, called the Digambaras, sky 
‘dad or naked, and the followers of Sthulahhadra were 
called the Svetambaras, The final division of the Com- 
munity into these two sects dates from 79 or 82 A. D. 

The Sacred canon of the Svetambaras established 
at Fataliputra fell, in course of time, into disorder 
. and was on the point of becoming extinct, owing to 
the scarcity of manuscripts. The council of .monks 
.■again met, in the year 454 or 467 A. D under the

lieaasbip of Devardhi Gani Ksamasramana at 
Valabhi in Gujarat, and again fixed tbe canon in 
the form in wbich we have it today Jt must at the same 
time be noted, that even after the compilation of the 
canon under Devardhi Gani, other recensions of some 
of the books continued to be current down to ninth 
century a.D-, i.e., to the days of the commentators like 
Silanka and Santyacarya, particularly the recension 
of the school of Nagarjuna, who is mentioned in the 
hlandisutra as a pupil of Himavanta Ksamasramana 
Unfortunately we have not yet discovered any 
complete recension of this school and have to rely 
upon the statements of commentators only. 


.Turning to the order in which several books of' 
the canon were composed we have to note in the first 
place peculiar characteristic of the works of the 
Buddhists and the Jains in their use of Jam in Jain 
works and peijyalam in Pali works almost for similar 
purposes, viz., to curtail the recurrence of identical 
passages. AlS the canons of both tne schools were for 
long handed down by oral tradition, there must have 
been occasional differences as to where java should or 
should not he used. If we examine the Acarahga 
and Ovavaiya, we will discover that these books 
do not curtail descriptions unless they occurred in 
these very books; but when we proceed further, say 
to Eayspaseniya, Bhagayati, Nayadhammakahao 
and Uvasgadasao, we find that a large number of 
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descriptive passages and recurring expressions referred 
to only by the device of java. Again, there are 
occasionally references and cross-references in works 
which indicate priority of certain compositions, as for- 
instance, reference in the 'Clvasagadasao to Pannatti,, 
i. e,, Bhagavati&utra, the story of Purana and Sankha 
narrated in the Bhagavatisutra. Then again we refer ■ 
to the recurring story of Dadhapainna which is found 
in the Ovavaiya, Rayapaseniya and the Bhagavati- 
sutra (see page 191 of the present book) where the exist- 
ing text of that book makes mention of ovavaiya. 
The commentators also mention in serverai places that 
a particular descriptive passage is not to be found 
in certain mss. of the work. Certain anomalies in. 
this respect are also referred to by them. I should like^ 
to mention one example of anomalous sequence of such 
passages which occurs in the Uvasagadasao. The descri- 
ption of the sacred car, reference to which occurs first 
in section 59 of this edition, should have been given in 
full there and then; but it occurs in section 206. The 
commentator on section 59 remarks that the full de- 
scription would be found in chapter YII. i. e., in sec- 
tion 206. Perhaps in some mss. even there the de- 
scription was not given in full as can be seen from the 
commentator’s remark: — 

It would indeed be uninteresting study to examine 
the chronological order of the compilation of several 
hooks of the Jain cannon on the strength of internal;; 


■evidence, but the problem is so vast that even its 
preliminaries, viz., carefully and systematically 
^edited texts under an organised group of editors, are 
^lot yet in sight. 

The Uvasagadasao or the religious duties of an 
■Uvasaga expounded in ten chapters, is intended to 
explain and illustrate the several vows and rules of 
conduct which a devout J ain layman is expected to 
observe. It is thus, in a way, a counterpart to the 
. .5.oarahgasutra which sets forth rules of conduct of a 
Jain monk. The book is divided into ten chapters or 
lectures called ajjhnyana. The first of these enu- 
merates, in minute detail, the vows and observances 
which Ananda, Mahavira’s disciple, and his wife, 
"Sivananda, undertake in the presence of Mabavira 
.himself. It is further shown how Ananda practised 
•these vows and observances for a period of twenty 
•years with the result that ho acquired avadbiihana. 
As the narrative of Ananda is merely a rupaka, it is 
suggested that every Jain should observe the vows 
to obtain similar results. 

The next four lectures are intended to illustrate 
the various kinds of temptations arising from exter- 
nal persecutions, uvasaggas, to which the observance 
might expose a Jain uvasaga. The second lecture, 
for instance, shows how Kamadeva withstood the 
.temptation of giving up his vows even though his 


life was in danger; the third narrates the story how 
Culanipiya withstood the same when his relatives 
were in danger; the fourth tells ns how Snradevas. 
health was endangered by persecutions; and the 
fifth, how Cullasayaya was in danger of losing all 
his property. 

The sixth lecture illnstrateB, by reference tO' 
Xundakoliya, how the nvasaga is likely to be tempted 
by internal doubts as to the efficacy of his religions 
profession suggested by the contrary tenets of the- 
school of Gosala, the Ajivika leader. The seventh 
lecture shows the superiority of Jain religion over 
others from the conversion of Saddalapntta, the devo- 
tee of Gosala, to Jainism by Mabavira, and his firm- 
ness in withstanding all efforts by Gosala to win him 
back to bis old faith. The eighth lecture narrates the- 
story of Mahasayaya as to how he was subjected to 
temptationsto sensualenjoymentsby his wife Revati, 
and also how Revati suffered for her conduct in reject- 
ing the Jain religion. 

The last two lectures give two examples of a 
quiet and peaceful spiritual life of the uvasagas, 
Kandinipiya and Salihipiya.

It appears that the Aj^vika 
sect had a peculiar mode of life, probably such as was 
abominable in the eyes of other sects ; and it was per- 
haps on this account that Ajivika was a term of reproach 
with the Buddhists, applicable to maskarin or Eka- 
dandika sect of ascetics .makkhali being derived from 
Sk. masharct, a bomboo-stick and masharin^ the ascetic 
■holding such a stick. 

History of the sect— It appears from the records of 
■the Buddhists that the Ajivikasect had three prominent 
leaders, Nanda Vacchaka, Kisa Sankicoa and Mankhali 
-Oosala. The sect appears to have a tolerably large in" 
fluence on the Indian society for considerable time. 
Asoka made over in the 13th year of his reign, i. e., in 
251 B. a to this sect, as recorded in Barabar 
Hill Inscription ; The seventh Pillar Edict of Asoka, in 
236 B. 0. makes mention of the Ajivika sect in company 
with Buddhists, Brahmins and Nigganthas, There is 
another mention of the sect by Da^aratha, Asoka’s 
successor, in 227 b. c. in an inscription on walls of 
eaves in the Nagarjuni Hills. In centuries following 
the birth of Christ, however, this sect seems to have 
been confounded with the Acelakas, or the Bigambaras, 
probably because of the agreement on certain points 
between the Ajivikas and the Bigambaras. Varaha 
Mihira ( about 550 A. d. ) mentions this sect as one of 
the seven sects of his times and his commentator 
Bhattotpala ( C. 950 A. d. ) identifies it with Ekadandin^ 
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In Sllania's commentary ( 876 A n. ), There is the

eiyas probably because o£ the enmity then easting bet- 
rreen the Suetambaras on the one hand and the Digam- 
haras, Ajlvikas and TerSsiyas on the other. There is 
mention in some of the south Indian inscriptions of the 
13th century of the existence of this sect. It appears, 
that this soot was a rival religious sect of the Jains in 
the period when Jainism was a united church, but became 
identified wiih the Digambaras, Terasiyas or Acelakas- 
after schisms in the Jain community. In this connec- 
tion the following summary from the pen of Dr.Hoernle 

should be carefully studied. 

Gosala commenced his ascetic life as a Manthali 
Maskarin, that is, an, individual of the ancient weU- 
class of religious mendicants which was distin- 
guished by the carrying of a bamboo staff. After a time 
he made the acquaintance of Mahavlra who belonged to 
another class of religious mendicants known as the Nig- 

ganthasor Unfettered ones ( i. e. unfettered from the 

bonds of karma), and the followers of Par^vanatha. The 

two men, holding kindred views on the stringency of 
ascetic requirements ( i. e., on the point of nakedness- 
(Acelaka) associated, and elaborated a common 
system to which however Gosala added some particulars- 
hia own. Each of them had his own party among, 
common following; and Gosala’s party was known 
or professionals on account of its 
on the sjivaor profession of a^ 
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religiotas raendicant. In course of time Gosala deve- 
loped antinomian proclivities; and this produced ill- 
feeling between the two associates and ultimately led to 
a total rupture. Gosala departed together with those of 
the Ajivika party who actively sympathized with him. 
There is no reason to suppose that the seceders formed 
a large group or that as a group they survived the 
death of their leader Gosala. The others of the Ajivika 
party who had not shared Gosala’s antinomian tenets 
and practices remained within the Niggantha commu- 
nity: but they retained thier peculiar views on the 
points of total nakedness, non-possession of a bowl, im- 
perfect regard for life, distinctive mark of a staff and 
probably other matters. On account of these differences 
there no doubt existed some amount of friction beween 
the Ajivika party and the rest of the Higgantha commu- 
nity. It manifested itself espacially in the time of 
Bhadrabahu whose sympathies appear to have been ra- 
ther with the Ajivikas. But the fricton came to a head 
only in the earlier part of the 3rd century n. o., when 
that party which was known also as the Terasiya ( Trai- 
rasika) definitely and finally separated to form the 
distinct order which is now known as the Digambaras. 
It thus appears that the Jain division into Digambaras 
and Svetambaras may be traced back to the very begin- 
ning of Jainism, it beeng indirectly due to the antago- 
nism of the two associated leaders, Mahavira and 
Gosala, who are the representatives of the two hostile 
sections.

This exposition of the system as given in the Digha 
Nikaya, is a concise one, but it tells us that the classifi- 
cation of beings into five as possessing one, two, three, 
four and five sense-organs, and six classes of beings in 
six different colours, show a marked resemblance to the 
Jain system. There are other details such as reanima- 
tion and eight finalities (sr^ virhich can be easily 

gathered from the extract of the given in the 

second appendix. As regards their peculiar customs, 
the Majjhima Nifeaya xxxvi, gives us some information. 

Their practices — In the Majjhima Nikaya xxxvi 
and Digha Nikaya we get a description of the practices 
of the Ajivika mendicants from the mouth of thei** 
opponents. “ They discard all olothingj they dispense 
with all decent habits; they lick their food out of 
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their hands; they listen to no gall to come or wait for 
food; they permit no food to be brought to them, or to 
be specially prepared for them, or to be received by 
them on invitation; they accept no food from the mouth 
of the pot or pan in which it is cooked, nor food placed 
within the threshold or among the hrewood or among^ 
the pestles, nor food from a couple eating together, or 
from a woman with child, or a woman giving suck, or a 
woman in intercourse with a man; nor food which is re- 
duced in times of drought, or when a dog is standing by 
or where flies are swarming round; they will net eat 
&h or flesh, nor drink liquor made from rice or the 
flowers of nor sour gruel made 

of unhusked barley; some of them beg only at one house 
and accept but one handful of food, others beg at two 
houses and accept two handfuls, others beg at seven 
houses and accept seven handfuls; some subsist on one 
gift of food, others on two, others on seven ; some take 
only once a day, others only once in two days, others 
only once in seven days, others only once a fortnight; 
in this manner they observe various routines of fasting.
